Dr. Stuart R. Bell became the 29th president of The University of Alabama on June 18, 2015. Currently in his 7th year of leading the University, Dr. Bell 
previously served the Capstone for 16 years as a faculty member and then department head of mechanical engineering. 


Under his leadership, the University developed and implemented a strategic plan, Advancing the Flagship, which promotes institutional progress with 
scholarship and teaching, research and creative activity, inclusion and diversity and the recruitment and retention of highly qualified faculty and staff. Since 
the plan’s launch, UA has seen an increase in both student retention and graduation rates; has increased faculty headcount to support the University's 
instruction, research and service goals; has witnessed the growth of sponsored program awards crucial to direct learning and experience opportunities for 
students; and has benefited from three consecutive historic fundraising years. New interdisciplinary research centers have also been established and join 
many other programs on campus focused on solving critical, real-world challenges. 


In September 2021, Dr. Bell announced the launch of The Rising Tide, the largest capital campaign in University and state history. The transformative 
fundraising campaign will serve as a catalyst for heightened enrollment, advanced research and creative endeavors and expanded opportunities for students

Dr. Bell was also honored with the Richard S. Woodbury Award from the American Society of Mechanical Engineers, was selected as a recipient of the 
Dwight Look College of Engineering Outstanding Alumni Award from Texas A&M University and was elected to the Academy of Distinguished Alumni in 
Mechanical Engineering at his alma mater. He also recently joined the 2021-2022 SEC Executive Committee. 


An Abilene, Texas native, Dr. Bell earned a degree in nuclear engineering from Texas A&M in 1979. He earned his master's and doctoral degrees in 
mechanical engineering from the same university in 1981 and 1986, respectively.

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PLAYER LOCKER ROOM 


The Crimson Tide basketball program already boasts one of the top competition 
venues in the nation and the team also has one of the finest basketball facilities in 
its possession. Housed behind a pair of elegant frosted glass doors emblazoned 
with the Tide's signature ‘A’ lies a state-of-the-art space that gives the current 
players everything they need for success on the court and in the classroom, while 
also providing a crown jewel for the program in attracting the nation’s top talent. 


Upon entering the facility in the southeast corner of Coleman Coliseum, players 
have a large, open and welllit area furnished with tables, chairs, study carrels 
and computer work stations to pursue their academic course work with the same 
intensity and focus exhibited on the court. Adjacent to this area is the team’s 
player lounge that features a more laid back environment, complete with over- 
sized leather chairs and couches, a custom pool table and three large flat-screen 
televisions complete with videogame systems to allow the players to relax and 
enjoy each other's company. Additionally, the lounge features a nutrition area 
complete with a fully-stocked kitchen to help the team hydrate and nourish their 
bodies so they are able to train and compete at the highest level throughout the 
year. 


The rest of the facility is all business with a circular film room featuring comfortable 
stadium seating angled around a large projection screen. The room is equipped 
with the finest suite of video analysis software and tools designed to give the Tide 
a competitive scouting advantage against every opponent on its schedule. Next 
to the team’s film room is the heart of the facility, the Tide's locker room. With 
a similar circular design, the Tide's detailed lockers are constructed out of richly 
polished wood surrounded by an Alabama logo woven into the room's carpet. 
Each player has his own deep locker with adequate space to accommodate all his 
personal and athletic needs. A shower and restroom facility featuring detailed tile 
and fixtures were designed specifically for a basketball player's physique. There is 
an equally impressive locker room for coaches and staff members. 


Just steps outside the locker room is the team’s dedicated equipment room 
that gives each player easy access to his practice equipment and uniform. The 
equipment room also keeps a fully-stocked line of Nike shoes and performance 
apparel to ensure that each Tide player is outfitted in the finest equipment and 
athletic gear in the world. 


As much as the player's comforts are taken care of the facility, the bumps and 
bruises that come along with playing in the Southeastern Conference are also 
addressed as a complete training room is enclosed within the facility's confines. 
The training room houses all of the team’s medical needs with taping tables, 
evaluation stations and the most modern physical rehabilitation equipment 
available as well as a full-size cold tub and whirlpool to keep each player's body 
capable of performing at an elite level. 


These various additions addresses the needs of the student-athlete devoting 
equal space to the team’s academic, athletic and medical demands in a facility 
that is sure to give the current roster and generations of future UA players tools for 
everyday SUCCeSS.

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COLEMAN COLISEUM 


Since 1968, Coleman Coliseum has served as the home court of the 
Crimson Tide basketball team and the vaunted structure has seen more 
than 500 Alabama wins under its distinctive arched roof. 

Originally known as Memorial Coliseum, it remains one of college 
basketball's finest facilities and was decades ahead of its time when 
originally constructed at a cost of $4.2 million. The structure occupies 
two acres of land, with the roof reaching 90 feet above the playing surface 
and almost 100,000 square feet of space in the main seating bowl. At its 
inception, the Coliseum’s capacity of 15,032 was easily the biggest in the 
Southeastern Conference and the fifth-largest in the nation. 

In 1988, the arena was re-dedicated as Coleman Coliseum in honor of 
Jeff Coleman, a longtime Crimson Tide historian, business manager and 
alumni director, who served on the committee that oversaw the Coliseum’s 
planning and construction. 

Coleman Coliseum saw its greatest transformation prior to the 2005- 
06 season, when the entire facility was updated in grand fashion. Behind 
a bold modernized facade, the interior lobbies and concourses were 
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expanded and upgraded along with offices, locker rooms and support 
facilities. In the main seating area, all theater style and many of them 
padded, welcomed raucous crowds along with a new club area along 
the east side of the court. The improvements didn't stop there, as the 
consistently evolving facility continues to receive upgrades each season 
to keep it at the forefront of the nation’s basketball facilities. The most 
recent updates included a new state-of-the-art high-definition scoreboard 
hanging over center court and additional courtside seating to bring the 
facility's capacity to 14,474. 

The Coliseum also features an auxiliary training facility that houses 
two full-size courts at the team’s disposal for practices and individual 
workouts. The facility also includes state-of-the-art video, training, weight 
and equipment rooms. 

In addition to Alabama’s 17 NBA first-round draft picks, the Coliseum 
has welcomed some of the finest players in college basketball history. 
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The Crimson Tide Sports Network (CTSN) will bring Alabama basketball to fans around the state by radio on the 
Crimson Tide Sports Network and to fans around the world, via the internet with a link through the Tide's official 
website RollTide.com and on XM Radio. 


The CTSN’s basketball crew includes Chris Stewart calling the play-by-play and former Tide player Bryan Passink 
providing color and analysis. Tom Stipe is the producer/engineer for the radio broadcast crew. Roger Hoover also 
handles sideline reporting for most of the broadcasts. 


Alabama's basketball broadcasts are produced by the Crimson Tide Sports Network, the official multimedia 
rightsholder of Alabama Athletics. CTSN is headquartered in Tuscaloosa with Jim Carabin as its vice president/ 
general manager. CTSN sales executives include Tom Brooks, Bill McDaniel, Luke Holcomb and Chris Hand.

When Nate Oats was formally introduced as 
head men’s basketball coach at The University 
of Alabama on March 28, 2019, he promised 
fans would see an entertaining, up-tempo and 
fast-paced style of play. And that's exactly what 
he has delivered during his time in Tuscaloosa. 


The immediate success became evident in 
his second year at the helm of the program as 
Oats guided the 2020-21 Crimson Tide to one 
of its best seasons in the program's illustrious 
history. Alabama finished the year with a 26-7 
overall mark, won 16 conference games (16- 
2), captured both the SEC regular season and 
tournament championships, and ended the year 
ranked No. 5 in the Associated Press’ final 
national rankings which matched the best end- 
of-season ranking in program history. 


As a result, Oats was rewarded midway 
through the 2020-21 season with a contract 
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extension that is set to keep him in charge o 
the Crimson Tide basketball program through 
March 14, 2027. 


"We are excited to agree to a contrac 
extension with The University of Alabama,” Oats 
said. “Crystal and our daughters love it (in 
Tuscaloosa), and we are committed to The 
University of Alabama. Our administration is 
making a major statement with this extension 
as we all work on building a successful program 
or the long term. We appreciate the opportunity 
Greg Byrne and our athletics administration, 
President Stuart Bell, Chancellor St. John and 
The Board of Trustees have provided us. This 
is really a reflection of the outstanding job that 
our players, coaches and basketball staff have 
done.’ 


Entering his third season in 2021-22, Oats 
has compiled a record of 42-22 (.656) at The 
Capstone and owns a career record of 138-65 
(.680) through six seasons as a D-| head coach, 
which include four years as the head coach at 
Buffalo. However, it's not just Oats’ record that 
is beginning to turn the proverbial heads across 
the college basketball landscape. It's the fact 
that he has revitalized an Alabama basketball 
fanbase and returned the Crimson Tide as one 
of the top collegiate basketball programs in the 
nation. 


An indicator of Alabama's resurgence can 
be seen by looking at the last two NBA Drafts. 
Prior to his arrival, the Tide had just one men's 
basketball player selected among the top-15 
picks from 1992-2019. As a coach who is 
known for developing talent, Oats has now had 
an Alabama player selected in the NBA Draf 
Lottery (top-14 pick) in back-to-back years - 
a first in program history. The New Orleans 
Pelicans selected Kira Lewis Jr. No. 13 overal 
in the 2020 NBA Draft Lottery while Joshua 
Primo was taken by the San Antonio Spurs a 
0. 12, making UA one of three schools across 
he nation to have an NBA Lottery pick in each 
of the last two drafts. 


Furthermore, Herbert Jones was taken by 
the Pelicans with the fifth pick in the second 
round (No. 35 overall) of the 2021 Draft which 
gave Alabama two players drafted in the same 
year for the 11th time in program history and the 
first since 1995. The Tide was also one of only 
11 schools nationwide to have more than one 
player selected. 


Both Primo and Jones earned their way 
onto draft boards as a result of one of the 
best seasons in the 100-plus years of Alabama 
basketball. The 2020-21 Alabama squad 
claimed both the Southeastern Conference 
regular season and tournament championships 
~ the only power five program to sweep both the 
regular season and tournament titles in 2021 -

Meanwhile, both Jones (SEC Player o 
the Year, Defensive Player of the Year, Firs 
Team, All-Defensive Team) and Primo (SEC 
All-Freshman) were two of four Tide players to

Shackelford (AILSEC Second Team). Jones 
became the first UA player since 2002 (Erwi 
Dudley) to earn the accolade as the league's 
top player and the only Crimson Tide player to 
earn the league's top defensive honor since the 
award's inception back in 2003.

It marked the second straight season Oats 
has boasted four all-conference players on 
his team. In addition to the eight players who 
have earned SEC postseason honors, Oats has 
coached three NBA Draft picks, three SEC First 
Team honorees, the 2021 SEC Tournament MVP 
and the 2021 SEC Player and Defensive Player 
of the Year. Across his two years, the Tide has

more points, including a school-record 19 such 
contests in 2020-21. 


Similar to his expectations on the court, 
Oats places a high emphasis off the court, 
particularly in the classroom and the community. 
Since taking over the reigns in 2019, 20 men's 
basketball players have been named to either 
the SEC Academic Honor Roll or SEC First 
Year Honor Roll while nine have graduated and 
earned a diploma. Additionally, the team set a 
record for cumulative grade point average in 
2020 while maintaining a team GPA over above 
3.0 during his time at the helm. 


The program’s success has also resulted 
positively on the recruiting trail as Oats and his 
staff have signed back-to-back top-10 recruiting 
classes in 2020 and 2021. Excluding graduate 
transfers and JUCO signees, of the eight signed 


players during Oats’ two seasons at Alabama, 
four have been five-star prospects while the 
other four were all rated as four-star signees. 
Moreover, the 2020-21 team alone features 
three McDonald's All-Americans (Jahvon 
Quinerly, Nimari Burnett and JD Davison). 
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Whether it’s on the court, in the classroom 
or out recruiting future Crimson Tide stars, 
Oats has returned a winning attitude around 
the Alabama program. Much of that he credits 
to instilling three core values that make up the 
pillars on which the team’s culture is built - Max 
Effort, Continuous Growth and Selfless Love. 


“We have three core values, and we 
established a culture playbook,” Oats said. 
“We talk about maximum effort - that’s every 
workout, weight room session and every 
practice our guys are going to give max effort, 
and were going to demand a lot out of them. 
Continuous growth is another core value. We're 
going to get better every day. We need guys 
that want to get in the gym and work on their 
own. We're going to get a culture in which they 
want to get better every day and that goes for 
academics and growing as young men as well. 
Selfless love. We're going to teach our guys how 
to love each other and love this community and 
treat each other well.” 


The breakthrough 2020-21 season cam 
one year removed from a 16-15 mark and a 
8-10 record in SEC play in 2019-20. Despi 
the record, the Crimson Tide made a hug 
leap offensively. After ranking near the bottom 
of the SEC in most offensive statistics the 
previous year, Alabama led the league in six 
offensive categories, including points per game 
(82.0), three-point field goal percentage (34.9 
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percent) and threes made per game (10.8), 
among others. 


Nationally, the new-look offense ranked No. 
3 in points and threes made per game, while 
also ranking sixth with 334 total threes made 
and fourth with 957 three-point attempts - both 
of which set program records until that record 
was broken in 2021. The Tide's pace of play also 
ranked among the fastest in the country, as UA 
was fourth in raw tempo (76.1) and average 
possession length (15.2). 


Prior to arriving in Tuscaloosa, Oats spent 
four seasons at the helm of the University of 
Buffalo where he took the men’s basketball 
program to unprecedented heights. While there, 
Oats led the Bulls to a 96-43 (.691) record, 
three MAC tournament championships and 
three NCAA Tournament appearances, including 
reaching the round of 32 in 2018 and 2019. As 
a result, he was named the league's coach of 
the year and National Association of Basketball 
Coaches (NABC) District 14 Coach of the Year in 
back-to-back seasons (2018 and 2019). 


During the 2018-19 campaign, Oats guided 
Buffalo to a 32-4 overall record and a 16-2 mark 
in conference play, leading the program to its 
second consecutive MAC regular season and 
tournament championships. The Bulls were 
ranked for 20 weeks in the Associated Press 
Top-25 during the 2019 season, which marked 
the first time in school history the program 
had earned a national ranking. Buffalo went on 
to climb as high as No. 14 in the nation which 
was the highest ranking by any MAC team 
over the previous 40 years. Additionally, the 
32 victories not only set a program record, but 
were the most ever by any Mid-American men’s 
basketball program. Oats would go on to finish 
fourth in voting for the AP Men's College Coach 
of the Year. 
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During the 2017-18 season, he led the Bulls 
to a record of 27-9 overall and 15-3 in the MAC. 
In doing so, he secured Buffalo's first victory in 
the NCAA Tournament, defeating No. 4 seed 
and PAC-12 Champion Arizona, 89-68, in Boise, 
Idaho. 


Over that two-year span, Buffalo finished 
with a combined record of 59-13 (.819), while 
earning a pair of MAC Tournament and regular 
season championships, two NCAA Tournament 
Round of 32 appearances and consecutive MAC 
Coach of the Year honors. 


Oats was named head coach of the UB 
men’s program on April 11, 2015, after spending 
two seasons as the top assistant and recruiting 
coordinator for the Bulls. He came to Buffalo 
from Romulus High School in Michigan, where 
he taught and coached one of the top high 
school basketball programs in the region. In his 
two seasons as an assistant coach under Bobby 
Hurley, Oats helped lead the Bulls to a 42-20 
record, back-to-back MAC East Titles, a MAC 
regular season title, a MAC Tournament title 
and UB's first ever trip to the NCAA Tournament. 


Prior to joining the Bulls, Oats spent 11 
seasons as head coach at Romulus High School 
in Michigan, winning the school’s first state title 
in 27 years in 2012-13 and finishing the season 
at 27-1. He was named the 2013 Detroit News 
State Coach of the Year, the Detroit Free Press 
State Coach of the Year and the BCAM State 
Coach of the Year. 


Oats’ honors also include 2009 Basketball 
Coaches Association of Michigan Class A 
Coach of the Year, 2008 Detroit Free Press 
Metro Detroit Coach of the Year and 2005 
Detroit News Metro Detroit Coach of the Year 
and Detroit Free Press Metro West Coach of 
the Year.

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In his time as a head coach, he led the 
team to a 222-52 overall record and seven 
straight conference championships while 
going undefeated in conference play over four 
consecutive seasons.

Bryan Hodgson is in his third season as an 
assistant coach at The University of Alabama and was 
one of the first hires made by head coach Nate Oats. 
“Bryan is one of the best recruiters I've been 
around,” Oats said. “I initially hired him at Buffalo and 
he quickly proved that was one of the best decisions 

made. He was able to get high-level talent, and 
he's got an eye for talent. He knows exactly how we 
want to play so there's a chemistry there in terms of 
knowing who we want to bring in and what type of 
player we need.” 
On the recruiting trail, Hodgson has established 
himself as one of the top recruiters in the nation as 
he was ranked by 247Sports.com as the No. 6 overall 
in its basketball recruiting rankings.

In just 
wo seasons, Hodgson has played a big role in the 
revival of the Alabama men's basketball program. 
After finishing the 2019-20 season with a 16-15 
ecord and 8-10 mark in SEC play, Alabama had one of 
he biggest single-season turnarounds in all of college 
basketball, finishing with a 26-7 overall record in 
2020-21 and a 16-2 mark in Southeastern Conference 
play in his second season at The Capstone.

During his 16 total seasons as a 
collegiate coach (which includes two years as an 
assistant coach at Jacksonville State), Pettway has 
developed a reputation as one of the top recruiters not 
only in the Southeast, but in the nation.

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Pettway played a key role in Alabama's 2017 
signing class which was ranked as the program's top 
recruiting class in school history. That class boasted 
two players among the top-25 recruits in the country, 
both five-star recruits as listed by Rivals.com, as well 
as two four-star players and a three-star, with four of 
the five signees ranked among the top-100 players 
in the nation according to the site. Combined, the 
Crimson Tide signing class was ranked as high as No. 
6 in the nation. 
Among the signees was Collin Sexton, who Rivals. 
com ranked as the nation’s No. 7 overall recruit and 
No. 2 guard in the class of 2017, along with Alabama 
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r. Basketball John Petty, who the site ranked a 
the No. 25 overall player and the No. 11 guard in th 
nation. 
Pettway not only played a big role in the Tide's 
most recent signing class, but also played a key part 
in luring the top recruits in the state of Alabama to 
he Capstone. Due in large part to his efforts on the 
recruiting trail, Alabama has signed the No. 1-ranked 
player in the state in five out of the last nine years 
Jimmie Taylor in 2013, Justin Coleman in 2014, 
Dazon Ingram in 2015, Petty in 2017 and Davison in 
2021). 

Prior to his role as an assistant coach with 
he Crimson Tide, Pettway spent three seasons as 
Alabama's director of operations (2010-13) after 
serving as an assistant coach at his alma mater for 
he previous two years (2008-10). The Alberta, Ala., 
native re-joined the Crimson Tide in the summer of 
2008 after a two-year stint on the staff at Jacksonville 
State. 
A former Crimson Tide star player, Pettway’s 
duties include recruiting, on-court coaching working 
primarily with the guards, scouting and statistical 
breakdown, along with other duties assigned by the 
head coach.

Pettway is a fan-favorite in Tuscaloosa. He was 
an integral part of Alabama's NCAA quarterfinal run in 
2004, starting every game at point guard.

James ‘Lindy’ Hood became Alabama's first All-American and one of the first from the South in 1930, after leading Alabama to its only 
perfect season in school history at 20-0 with a 1930 Southern Conference championship. Hood originally came to Alabama as a football 
standout and was a member of the 1931 Rose Bowl team.

Wendell Hudson, Alabama's first African-American player, became its first of four All-Americans during the 1970s. Hudson averaged 
20.7 points and 12.1 rebounds per game during his senior season, leading the SEC in scoring during that season and earning league 
player-of-the-year honors. His play helped Alabama compile a 22-8 record and make the program's first postseason appearance in the 
NIT. The Tide advanced all the way to the NIT semifinals in 1973 before falling to North Carolina. Alabama finished second in the SEC 
that season, its highest finish in 17 years. After being selected by the Chicago Bulls in the NBA draft, Hudson went on to serve his alma 
mater in various capacities and was the women’s basketball head coach at Alabama from 2008-13.

Collin Sexton turned in a record-breaking freshman season at Alabama in 2017-18 to earn Associated Press honorable mention All- 
America honors as well as being named the 2018 AP Newcomer of the Year. Sexton became the first UA rookie to earn a spot on an 
AP All-America team (first, second, third or honorable mention) in program history. The Mableton, Ga., native averaged 19.2 points 
per game, which ranked second in the SEC, to set the school's single-season scoring record for a freshman with 632 points, while also 
setting a new UA record for free throws made in a season. The flashy freshman finished the season with 29 double-digit scoring games, 
16 games of scoring 20 or more and three games of 30 or more points. On Nov. 25 against then-No. 14 Minnesota, Sexton set an 
Alabama freshman record when he scored 40 points, including 31 in the second half. He became the first Crimson Tide player to score 
AO points in a game since Reggie King had 43 on March, 12, 1979 against Virginia. He also became the first Alabama freshman in the 
modern era to record three-straight games of more than 20 points in his first three contests.

Herbert Jones, Alabama's most recent national honoree, led the Crimson Tide to the program's eighth regular season Southeastern 
Conference championship, the seventh SEC Tournament title and a Sweet 16 appearance in the NCAA Tournament in 2021. Despite 
finishing the year as the team's third-leading scorer, Jones became the first Alabama player in school history to earn SEC Defensive 
Player of the Year honors, and was the fifth to earn the distinction in program history. Defensively, the Greensboro, Ala., product shined 
best as he was one of four finalists for the Naismith Trophy National Defensive Player of the Year award. In addition, Jones was a 
semifinalist for Naismith Men's National Player of the Year, as he was one of only two players across the nation selected to both the 
Naismith Player of the Year semifinal lists. He went on to earn USBWA and NABC First Team All-District honors and was selected as the 
2021 USBWA District IV Player of the Year. Jones finished the season leading the team in rebounding (6.6 rpg), assists (3.3 apg), steals 
(1.7 spg), blocks (1.1 bpg), deflections (110), floor dives (23) and dunks (19).

Alabama has a long and storied tradition of preparing players to compete at 
the highest level, with more than 20 former Crimson Tide student-athletes 
using their experience at the Capstone to build successful NBA careers. 
Alabama has seen its stars go on to win 10 NBA Championships, eight All- 
Star selections, six All-Defensive Team honors, three All-Rookie honors and 
more than $400 million in career earnings on the NBA hardwood. All told, 
Alabama players have gone on to suit up in more than 10,000 NBA games 


and scored more than 90,000 all-time points. 


ALABAMA’S SEVEN-TIME NBA WORLD CHAMPION 
Any discussion of Alabama's place in the NBA begins and ends with seven-time 
BA world champion Robert Horry. Horry starred at Alabama from 1989-92 
before the Houston Rockets selected him with the 11th 

draft. Two years later, he helped lead Houston to the firs 
itles before moving on to Los Angeles, where he helped the Lakers win three 
consecutive titles in 2000, 2001 and 2002. Three seasons later he was with the San Antonio Spurs 
when they won titles in 2005 and 2007. Only six players in NBA history have won more titles than 
Horry and he is the first player since 1976 to win more than six ti 
players in NBA history to play for three different franchises

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HERBERT JONES 
Herbert Jones joined Joshua Primo as a 2021 NBA Draft picks, as he was selected with the fourth pick in the 
second round (No. 35 overall) to the New Orleans Pelicans. It was the 11th time Alabama has had two players 
selected in the same draft in program history. Jones became the 45th UA player to hear his name called and 
would go on to eventually sign the second-largest contract by any second round draftee in history. He earned 
numerous honors during his senior season, garnering AP All-American (Third Team), SEC Player of the Year, SEC 
Defensive Player of the Year, First Team All-SEC and All-Defensive Team accolades. He finished his career with 
129 games played (101 starts) while collecting 947 points, 630 rebounds, 285 assists, 167 steals and 98 blocked 
shots. Jones was also named as a finalist for the Naismith Award Men’s Defensive Player of the Year and earned 
USBWA and NABC First Team All-District honors and was selected as the USBWA District IV Player of the Year 


KIRA LEWIS JR. 

Kira Lewis Jr. was selected by the New Orleans Pelicans as the No. 13 overall pick at the 2020 NBA Draft. He 
became the 16th Alabama player to be chosen in the first round and is the seventh UA player selected with a top- 
15 pick in program history. Across his first 54 games played during his rookie season in 2020-21, Lewis averaged 
6.4 points, 1.3 rebounds, 2.3 assists and 0.7 steals in 16.7 minutes per contest. He was able to play under new 
Pelicans’ head coach Willie Green during the 2021 NBA Summer League where Lewis shined, averaging 10.8 
points, 2.6 rebounds, 5.8 assists and 1.4 steals in 26.2 minutes a contest. Lewis played two seasons at Alabama, 
earning 2020 First Team All-SEC and First Team United States Basketball Writers Association (USBWA) All- 
District honors. Across his two years at the Capstone, he started all 65 games and collected 1,013 points (15.9 
ppg), 260 assists (4.0 apg) and 84 steals (1.3 spg). He was only the second Alabama player in program history 
to eclipse 1,000 points in his first two seasons, joining only James "Hollywood" Robinson. 


JAMYCHAL GREEN 

JaMychal Green is Alabama's longest-tenured NBA pro, entering his 10th season in the league in 2021-22. Green 
begins his second full season as a member of the Denver Nuggets - his fourth professional organization he 
has played for (San Antonio, Memphis, LA Clippers). Across his more than 430 career games played, including 
over 150 starts, Green has scored more than 3,400 points (8.0 ppg), pulled down over 2,500 rebounds (6.0 rpg) 
and averaged 21.3 minutes per game. Green played five seasons with the Memphis Grizzlies (2014-19), before 
getting traded to the L.A. Clippers during the 2018-19 season. During the 2016-17 campaign, the Montgomery, 
Ala., native had his most productive season as he played in 77 games, while starting 75. He averaged 8.9 points 
and 7.1 rebounds per game that season, earning Green a multi-year extension which he signed August of 2017. 
Green, who was named an NBDL Futures All-Star while playing for the Austin Toros early in the 2014-15 season, 
signed his first 10-day NBA contract with the San Antonio Spurs on Jan. 18, 2015. 


COLLIN SEXTON 

Collin Sexton was selected by the Cleveland Cavaliers as the eighth overall pick at the 2018 NBA Draft. Sexton 
became the 15th Alabama player to be chosen in the first round and the fourth top-10 selection in program 
history. Across his three seasons in Cleveland, Sexton has played in more than 200 career contests. He has 
averaged nearly 20 points and 32 minutes per game while shooting over 45.0 percent from the field and 38 
percent from three-point range. During his first season of NBA action in 2018-19, Sexton earned a spot on the 
2019 NBA All-Rookie Second Team after playing in all 82 games while starting 72. He averaged 16.7 points, 3.0 
assists and 2.9 steals per contest while shooting 43.0 percent from the floor and 40.2 percent from beyond the 
arc. Sexton upped his scoring average during his sophomore campaign in 2019-20 to lead the Cavs with 20.8 ppg 
and started all 65 games the team played. He was named to the NBA's Rising Stars Game at All-Star Weekend 
and averaged 23.6 points per game while shooting 45 percent from beyond the arc over his final 23 games of the 
year. Year three proved even more impressive with a 24.3 ppg average, while adding 4.4 assists, 3.3 rebounds 
and 1.0 steals per game. 


JOSHUA PRIMO 

Joshua Primo was selected by San Antonio Spurs in the 2021 NBA Draft, becoming the 17th Alabama player 
selected as a first round pick and eighth UA player selected in the NBA Lottery. Additionally, Primo was the third 
Crimson Tide men's basketball player in the last four NBA Drafts chosen as a Lottery Pick, joining Kira Lewis Jr. 
in 2020 and Collin Sexton in 2018. During his lone season in Tuscaloosa, Primo became the fifth UA rookie to 
be named to the SEC All-Freshman Team. He played in 30 contests on the season, missing three games with an 
MCL sprain, and made 19 starts. He finished the season averaging 8.1 points and 3.4 rebounds per game while 
shooting 43.1 percent from the field and 38.1 percent from beyond the arc. Primo finished the season ranked 
third on the team in three-point field goal percentage, second in free throw percentage and fifth in scoring. 
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MICHAEL ANSLEY 

Michael Ansley began his career with the Orlando Magic, playing with the team for two years. In his rookie 
season, Ansley ranked third among 1989 draft picks in scoring (8.7 points per game) and fifth among rookies 
in rebounding (5.1 rebounds per game). After two years with the Magic, Ansley continued his playing career 
with the Birmingham Bandits (CBA) for one season in 1992, when he averaged 34.9 points per game and 11.1 
rebounds per game. Following his season with the Bandits, Ansley spent time with the NBA’s Philadelphia 76ers, 
Milwaukee Bucks and Charlotte Hornets. 


DAVID BENOIT 

David Benoit played eight seasons in the NBA, six of them with the Utah Jazz. Benoit signed with the Jazz in 
1991 and played six years with the club, averaging 7.4 points. Benoit played the 1997-98 seasons with New 
Jersey and Orlando before moving overseas to play for Maccabi Tel Aviv in Israel for two seasons, then returning 
to the Jazz in 2000-01. He began his professional career in Spain, where he was the league's rookie of the year 
in 1991 before moving on to the NBA, where he ultimately appeared in 57 playoff games. 


KEITH ASKINS 

Keith Askins spent nine seasons in the NBA, all with the Miami Heat. After his retirement in 1999, Askins 
continued his tenure with the Heat when he signed on to become an assistant coach and scout. During this time, 
the Heat won the 2006 NBA Championship. As a player, Askins received the Heat’s team Leadership Award for 
the 1994-1995 and 1995-1996 seasons. He still ranks among Miami's all-time leaders in games played, three- 
point field goals and rebounds. Askins served as a captain for the Heat four straight seasons from 1995-99. 


JASON CAFFEY 

Jason Caffey’s NBA career was highlighted by his two NBA championships with the Chicago Bulls in 1996 and 
1997. Caffey was drafted by the Bulls in 1995 and averaged 9.6 minutes per game his rookie season before 
starting 19 games in his second season. During his run with the dominant Bulls, Caffey played in 35 NBA playoff 
games. He later played for the Golden State Warriors and Milwaukee Bucks, eventually retiring in December 
2003. Caffey had his best professional season for Golden State during 1999-2000 when he averaged 12.0 points 
and 6.8 rebounds per game. 
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JERMAREO DAVIDSON 

Jermareo Davidson saw limited action in the NBA, playing 38 games with Charlotte in 2007-08 and 14 with 
Golden State before being sidelined with an injury in 2008-09. Prior to suffering the season-ending injury, he 
posted one of his best professional games with 11 points and 10 rebounds against Detroit. Between stops with 
Charlotte and Golden State, Davidson spent time with the Idaho Stampede and Sioux Falls Skyforce of the NBA 
D-League. 


T.R. DUNN 

T.R. Dunn played 14 seasons in the NBA, spending time with the Portland Trailblazers, Denver Nuggets and 
Phoenix Suns. He was named to the NBA All-Defensive team three times (1983, 84, 85) and ranks second all- 
time in the Nuggets career steals ranks with 1,070. Dunn played in 993 career games and missed only six games 
from 1979-1988. Following his retirement, he has been successful in the coaching ranks, serving as an assistant 
with Denver, Charlotte, the Charlotte Sting of the WNBA, Sacramento and most recently was an assistant with 
the Houston Rockets. Dunn's defensive legacy as an NBA player included being regarded as one of the toughest 
defenders ever to guard Michael Jordan. 


LEON DOUGLAS 

Leon Douglas was Alabama’s first NBA first-round draft pick in 1976, when he was chosen by the Detroit Pistons 
fourth overall. Douglas played four seasons in Detroit, averaging double figures twice before signing and playing 
three seasons for the Kansas City Kings. Over his seven years in the NBA, Douglas averaged 9.6 points and 7.9 
rebounds. After his NBA career, he played professionally in Europe. 


JIM FARMER 

Jim Farmer was drafted in the first round of the 1987 draft by the Dallas Mavericks. He spent five seasons in 
the NBA, playing with the Mavericks, Utah Jazz, Seattle Supersonics, Philadelphia 76ers, Milwaukee Bucks and 
Denver Nuggets. He continued his playing career in the CBA in 1992 with the Birmingham Bandits, as one of 
that league's top players before returning to the NBA for a season split between Milwaukee and Denver. Farmer 
played in 136 career games and averaged 5.3 points per game. 
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ALONZO GEE 

Alonzo Gee spent parts of the 2016-17 season with the Denver Nuggets and New Orleans Pelicans. In addition 
to stints with the San Antonio Spurs (2010-11), Washington Wizards (2010-11) and Cleveland Cavaliers (2010- 
11, 2011-14), the Nuggest is Gee's sixth NBA team. Gee went undrafted out of college and signed his first NBA 
contract with Washington on March 7, 2010. After stints with the Wizards and Spurs, Gee signed with Cleveland 
where he spent four seasons. Gee steadily improved throughout the time with the Cavaliers (2010-14). In 2010- 
11, Gee started 29 of the 40 games and averaged 24.3 minutes and 7.4 points. He bettered his numbers in 
2011-12 by averaging 10.6 points and 5.1 rebounds per game, his highest averages since entering the league, in 
29.0 minutes of action, with starts in 31 of 63 games. Gee had his best pro season in 2012-13, as he started all 
82 contests while averaging 10.3 points, 3.9 rebounds and a career-best 31.0 minutes. 


RICHARD HENDRIX 

Richard Hendrix was selected in the second round of the 2008 NBA Draft by the Golden State Warriors. Hendrix 
was unable to secure a roster spot with the Warriors but became one of the top players in the NBA D-League with 
the Dakota Wizards, finishing second in the league in rebounding and earning league all-star honors. Following 
his season in the D-League and time spent on the Warriors summer league roster, Hendrix played in Spain's top 
professional league and earned rookie of the year honors in the league for 2010. 


BUCK JOHNSON 

Buck Johnson played 16 years of professional basketball, splitting time between the NBA and Europe. During his 
seven-year NBA career, he spent six years with the Houston Rockets and one with the Washington Bullets. In five 
of his seasons in Houston, Johnson helped lead the Rockets to the playoffs. Over the course of his NBA career, 
he scored 4,617 points, averaging 9.2 per game. During his time in Europe, Johnson was a perennial all-star. 


ROBERT HORRY 

Robert Horry’s career is highlighted by seven NBA championships that he won with three different teams during 
his 16 years in the league. Horry became the second player in NBA history to win a championship with three 
different teams, including three with the Lakers (2000, 01, 02), two with the Rockets (1994, 95) and two with 
the Spurs (2005, 07). He participated in an NBA-record 244 career playoff games and set the record for most 
3-point field goals in Finals history (40). Horry, drafted by the Houston Rockets, was the first Rockets rookie 
since Hakeem Olajuwon to average double figures in points. 


REGGIE KING 

Reggie King was drafted in the first round by the NBA’s Kansas City Kings and played there for four years before 
wrapping up his career with two seasons in Seattle. For his career, King averaged 8.9 points per game and 6.2 
rebounds in 438 total games. His second season in the league was his best, averaging 14.9 points and 9.7 
rebounds in 81 total games. In 15 playoff games that year, King averaged 21.3 points and 9.9 rebounds per 
game. 
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ANTONIO McDYESS 

Antonio McDyess started his career with the Denver Nuggets after being traded by the Clippers on draft day. In 
his rookie season, McDyess earned a spot on the 1996 NBA All-Rookie First Team averaging 13.4 points and 
7.5 rebounds per game. In 1999, he was named to the AIl-NBA Third-Team for that season. He earned a spot 
on the 2001 NBA All-Star Team and was a part of the gold-medal-winning U.S. Men’s National Team at the 2000 
Olympics in Sydney, Australia. After a five-year tenure with the Detroit Pistons, McDyess signed a free-agent 
contract with San Antonio in 2009. He played in his 1,000th career game on March 9, 2011, getting the start 
against his former team, the Detroit Pistons. McDyess was waived by the Spurs on Dec. 19, 2011, ending his 
17-year career in the league. 


ALABAMA FORMER NBA CAPSULES 


DERRICK McKEY 

Derrick McKey was drafted in the 1987 first round by the Seattle SuperSonics and in that initial season he was 
named to the NBA All-Rookie Team. He averaged double figures in scoring eight straight seasons, from 1988-89 
to 1995-96. McKey was named to the NBA All-Defensive second-team in 1995 and 1996. He appeared in 142 
career NBA playoff games and reached the NBA Finals in 2000 with the Indiana Pacers. By the end of his career, 
McKey had accumulated 10,266 total points across 15 seasons. 


EDDIE PHILLIPS 

Eddie Phillips was drafted in the 1982 first round by the New Jersey Nets. He played 48 games in one season 
with the Nets, averaging 3.2 points and 1.6 rebounds to help the Larry Brown-coached Nets make a playoff 
appearance. 


JAMES ROBINSON 

James Robinson was picked 21st overall in the 1993 draft by the Portland Trailblazers. Throughout his seven 
seasons in the NBA, Robinson spent time with Portland, the Minnesota Timberwolves, Los Angeles Clippers and 
Orlando Magic. In the 1996-97 season, he led the Timberwolves in three-point percentage (.382) and tied for the 
team-lead in three-pointers made (102). Robinson once scored 23 points in only 10 minutes in a game against 
the Cleveland Cavaliers (Dec. 30, 1996). 


ROY ROGERS 

Roy Rogers’ career was limited by a knee injury, but he still managed to see action with seven different NBA 
teams. In his 1996-97 rookie season with the Vancouver Grizzlies, Rogers led the team in blocked shots with 163. 
He ended his career in 2000, after spending time with Vancouver, the Boston Celtics, Toronto Raptors, Houston 
Rockets, Cleveland Cavaliers and Denver Nuggets. He also played four professional seasons in Europe from 
2000-04, for teams in Russia, Italy, Greece and Poland. 
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LATRELL SPREWELL 

Latrell Sprewell remains Alabama’s most accomplished NBA player, with 16,712 career points. In his rookie 
season, Sprewell was the first Warrior to total 1,000 points, 250 rebounds, 250 assists, 100 steals and 50 blocks 
in a season. During his time with the Warriors, he led the team in scoring four straight seasons including a career- 
high 24.2 points per game average during the 1996-97 season. At 23, Sprewell became the youngest player since 
Isaiah Thomas (1984) selected to the AIl-NBA first team. He also made the team in 1994. Sprewell was voted to 
four NBA All-Star teams (1994, 1995, 1997, 2001). 


ERIC WASHINGTON 

Eric Washington ranked fourth among NBA rookies in 1997-98 with 44 three-point shots made and fifth in three- 
point percentage (.321). In his first career NBA start, Washington scored what ended up being his career-high 22 
points and had three rebounds against Seattle on Dec. 18, 1997. Washington spent time with the Orlando Magic, 
Denver Nuggets and Boston Celtics, finishing his career with a 6.9 points per game average. 


GERALD WALLACE 

Gerald Wallace was drafted at age 19 by the Sacramento Kings, making him the youngest player in the franchise’s 
62-year history. In 2002, his rookie year, Wallace placed second in the NBA Dunk Contest. He spent three seasons 
with the Kings before being selected by the Charlotte Bobcats in the 2004 Expansion Draft. As a member of the 
Bobcats, Wallace became the franchise's first NBA All-Star in 2010. Wallace was traded the next year to Portland, 
where he finished out the season averaging 15.8 points and 7.6 rebounds per game. Wallace played a total of 
832 games for six teams (Sacramento, Charlotte, Boston, New Jersey, Brooklyn and Portland). He finished with 
career averages of 11.9 points, 5.8 rebounds and 2.1 assists, in 29.7 minutes per game. 


ENNIS WHATLEY 

Ennis Whatley originally was drafted in the first round by the Kansas City Kings but was traded that same day to 
the Chicago Bulls. He made his NBA debut with the Bulls in 1984. By the end of his career, Whatley had played 
for six teams. Of these six teams, one was the 1991-92 Western Conference champion Portland Trailblazers, who 
went on to lose the NBA Finals in six games versus Whatley’s original team, the Chicago Bulls. 


MO WILLIAMS 

Mo Williams played with seven different teams during his 15-year NBA career (2003-16), highlighted by winning 
the 2016 NBA Championship with the Cleveland Cavaliers - the first title in franchise history. Williams was 
drafted in the second round by the Utah Jazz and played a total of 818 games, making 525 starts during his 
career. He played with the Utah Jazz (2003-04 and 2012-13), Milwaukee Bucks (2004-08), Cleveland Cavaliers 
(2008-11 and 2015-16), LA Clippers (2010-12), Portland Trailblazers (2013-14), Minnesota Timberwolves (2014- 
15) and Charlotte Hornets (2014-15) during his career. He would go on to score 10,759 points (13.2 ppg), dish 
out 3,990 assists (4.9 apg) and play a total of 23,872 minutes (29.2 mpg) during his illustrious career. During the 
2008-09 season, Williams ranked third in the NBA in 3-point field goals made and fifth in free-throw percentage 
for the season while ranking second on the team in points per game and assists per game. He would go on to 
average double figures in 10 of the 15 seasons he played, before closing his career with the NBA title in 2016.
